Just as erroneous as is the effort to prove the 
wanished Middle Ages idea of empire a living thing 
fm. modern Germany are Prof. Cramb’s ideas as to 
the religious tendencies which move our people 
today. Here, too, one notices the intention to find 
among Germans the disposition to violence; for 
@nstance, to picture our politics as influenced by 
Wietssche’s “master and slave morality,” and to 
be permeated by the Napoleonic thought of world- 
ponquest. All this is*the most absolute perversion 
of the truth. , 

Prof. Cramb overestimates tremendously the 
anfluence of Nietzsche in Germany. This writer's 
attempt to supplant the altruistic morals of Chris- 
tianity by the ethics of egotism and pms blige 
the morality consisting of the self-assertion of 
superior mortals, is, it is perfectly true, being 
gtudied in Germany. It is absurd, however, to 
claim that the teachings of Nietzsche have over- 
whelmed the conscience of the German people or 
that they influence German politics. Such an as- 


- gertion could only be made by one who lacks all 


comprehension of the German mind, and he has 
only learned to know, and that superficially, an 
isolated circle of so-called “young Germany,” po- 
litically and philosophically more or less unripe!

" titude toward America, 
much less dream of questioning the 
Monroe Doctrine. What advantages 
could we possibly expect from such 
behavior? Visionaries talk of the 
conquest of Canada and the acquisi- 
tion of their colonies upon the

How could such dreams, even tf 
they were a moment cherished, pos- 
sibly be carried out? If we are so 
happy as to achieve an outlook for 
enduring peace at home, would we 
sacrifice the advantages of victory 
by a policy of wild adventure 
abroad? 

Whence would come the enor- 
mous fleets necessary to carry out 
an attack against the enormous re- 
‘sources of the United States as to 
‘maintain across the broad Atlantic 
a contact of communication between 
an attacking army and the home 
country? 

A soldier finds it very difficult, in- 
deed, to consider. seriously such 
ideas which are the creation of 
thoughtless prejudice and blinded 
hatred. Politically, an absurdity 
and from a military point of view 
a ridiculous impossibility, dreams 
like this belong to the sphere of bar- 
room discussion'—-GEN.

Nietzsche’s ideas—in Germany, aside perhaps from 
a few unripe spirits and youthful sky-stormers, 
there can be found no appreciation. The creed is 
absolutely opposed to the German idea, to which 
everywhere service to the cause stands superior 
to service to the person; in which altruism has 
become second nature; in which true greatness is 
exhibited in honest work and in unselfish devo- 
tion to ideal aims; opposed absolutely to the Ger- 
man nature, which, since the amazing develop- 
ment of the Prussian state and the coincident re- 
vival of the German empire, has learned forti- 
tude in misfortune and’generosity in victory, has 
learned self-control from its long past, marked 
by tragic disaster and splendid success, and today 
follows only aims within the realm of possibility. 

There is indeed penetrating the best souls of 
our nation a deep impulse. It is not, however, 
one which finds its expression either in Napoleon- 
ism or in the ideas of Nietzsche, but in a truly 
religious field; in the striving of the individual] 
for spiritual freedom. 

This striving finds its inspiration in Christian 
morals from which the husks of bygone time have 
been stripped, and in an enlightened patriotism, 
a determined resolutjon to secure for the German 
nation that suneanlamiaigians of the other great 
cultural nations which sponds to its spiritual 
importance. Neither a new world-religion nor 
a new world-dominion is sought in Germany. 

If one wishes to describe the German idea in 
brief words, probably it can hardly be better done 
than by those of Longfellow: 

“Not enjoyment and not sorrow 
Ys our destined end or way, 
But to act that each tomorrow 
Find us farther than today. 
Let us then be up and doing, 
With a heart for any fate, 
Still achieving, still pursuing, 
Learn to labor and to wait.” 

Prof. Cramb’s book, in so far as it professes to 
be a description of German conditions and an 
exhibition of the German idea, is a falsehood from 

nning to end, a falsehood set forth in bril- 

liant words, and in part possibly an unconscious 
falsehood, but a falsehood nevertheless. 

Just as in pretending to judge Germany Prof. 
Cramb falls into complete error, so, when he con- 
siders England, does he exhibit peculiar illusions. 
Here he displays a picture, shining, ideal, mag- 
nificently conceived, sketched in scintillant ver- 
biage. But yet one is obliged again and again to 
ask one’s self whether, in the face of the naked 
truth, he could really have believed what he wrote 
in pages like these: 

"To give all men within its bounds an En- 
glish mind; to give all who come within its 
sway the power to look at the things of man’s 
life, at the past, at the future, from the 
standpoint of an Englishman; to diffuse with- 
in its bounds that high tolerance in religion 
which has marked this empire from its foun- 
dation; that reverence, yet boldness, before 
the mysteriousness of life and death charac- 
teristic of our great poets and our great 
thinkers; that love of free institutions, that 
pursuit of even higher justice and a larger 
freedom, which, rightly or wrongly, we as- 
sociate with the temper and character of: our 
race, wherever it is dominant and secure.”

If their 
Governments were so solid before the war that 
they did not need to make disturbances in the 
world to hold together, after victory, being more 
authoritative and more united, they will have even 
less need of such means to keep in power. The 
populations of these two countries, if they were 
peace-loving before the war, will become more so 
wher they will know they can enjoy peace without 
the inquietude and enmity thet have tormented 
them these last 20 years. 

We must not forget, too, that the English and 
French are much calmer minded and more “meas- 
ufed”’ than the Germans. Both of them are there- 
fore immunes, as it were, from the exictement of 
pride or energy that so often carries away the Ger- 
mans to try the largest and most impossible 
things. These two nations wish to enjoy and for- 
tify the high historical position they have at- 
tained by centuries of work and struggling.

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UP TO THE PEOPLE NOW. 

The State Senate on Friday passed the Mis- 
souri Land Bank bill, and the resolution submit- 
ting a constitutional amendment to make the 
plan effective, without a dissenting vote. 

Both measures had earlier passed the House by 
a very large majority. 

It is now up to the people of Missouri to say, 
in the general election of November, 1916, wheth- 
er or not they will amend the State Constitu- 
tion to permit the State to finance the bank with 
a loan of $1,000,000. 

The purpose of the plan is to enable Missouri 
farm renters. to become farm owners, and to help 
small farm owners develop their farms and make 
them more productive. 

Its method is to provide long-term loans, at 5 
per ceut, principal payable with the interest in 
yearly ° dnstalitfients. 

Its result—judged by. the results of similar 
rural credit agencies in a dozen or more other 
countries—will be to enable farm tenf&nts to 
buy farm homes with the money they now pay in 
rent.

gard precedents hurtful to its immediate policy. 
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SUBMERGED AND DESPAIRING. 

Within a week, three utterly destitute men, 
out of work and despairing, have killed thenf- 
selves in St. Louis. One left a diary in which is 
“March 11—Down to last 
cent.” This man was an electrical engineer, 53 
years old, and had vainly sought work since early 
in January. 

In spite of the fact that business is improving, 
tragedies like -these prove that there is still a 
great deal of unemployment,. with its accompany- 
ing menace to the vietims and the community. 
Letters from men out of work still reach the 
Post-Dispatch almost daily, one of which, signed 
“W. L. A.—Another Boy that God Forgot,” says 
the writer is big and strong and will take any 
kind of work. He has tried for work for months. 
His mother is a widow; he has two sisters and 
three brothers, and $4 earned by a sister is all 
that comes into the house to (fill seven hungry 
mouths. 

In this connection, another worker calls atten- 
tion to the severe physical examination that many 
big employers of labor insist upon, culling out 
all those applicants for work who are not up 
to standard. He asks what those rejected are 
to do: 

Conditions and modern regulations, or lack 
of regulation, are creating a class of submerged 
and despairing human beings, 
lack of proper food, clothing and comfort, stead- 
ily depreciate, ultimately becomgng criminals or 
permanent delinquents. 

The Municipal Employment Bureau, on the 
lines suggested by Rabbi Harrison and the Post- 
Dispatch, would do much to put a stop to this 
evil in St. Louis. Such a bureau would, by 
helping men to find jobs while they were still 
confident and competent, prevent them from sink- 
ing to the tramp or convict level, where they 
become a pardon to society. 
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ABUSES OF NEUTRAL PRIVILEGES. 

It is charged that Spanish neutrality was 
abused by the German ship Macedonia, laden with 
war stores for commerce raiders, which escaped 
from a port in the Canary Islands after having 
been interned last November. The British are 
charged. with abusing Chilean neutrality in hav- 
ing attacked the Dresden in the waters of Juan 
Fernandez. * 

Both incidents, if true, would not be without 
precedent. An American naval commander once 
invaded a Brazilian port and seized a Confederate 
commerce destroyer. Of course we disavowed 
the act, apologized and disciplined the command- 
er, but the destroyer was permanently out af 
business. 

Such incidents may be disquieting for a ets 
but they happen in all wars and have no perma- 
nent effects on civilized customs. and interna- 
tional law. It fs the incidents which are not 
disavowed, the innovations attempted by the 
' Thighest authority, the arbitrary amendment. for 
temporary advantage of historic usage while a 
war is in progress that are important. 

Both sides are attempting these things in the 
present war. Resistande on the part of néutrals 
Acquiescence might git’ permanent 
countenance to undesirabie and unjust practices.

A MEASURE OF RETALIATION.

Its retaliation upon 
Germany injures innocent third parties, the neu- 
tral nations. If it would cut off German commerce 
let it blockade the German ports. If it cannot 
do this it can find nothing in international law 
to justify a “paper blockade,” which the order of 
council amounts to, with certain wholly new fea- 
tures governing the treatment of seized ships and 
cargoes. If the action of these two belligerents 
can be justified at all.it can only be on the the- 
tory that international law was formulated before 
submarines, and that the existence of these renders 
international law obsolete and inapplicable, 


WAY SHORTEN THE WAR. 
Philadelphia Ledger: It must frankly be ac- 
knowledged—indeed, it has been apparent all 
along—that the British Government has resorted 
to these extreme measures with reluctance, and 
that it is endeavoring to minimize so far as pos- 
sible the injury to neutral commerce.

Lessons of Beachey’s Fatal Fall 


A SACRIFICE TO SCIENCE. 

Boston Traveler: The sad ending to Lincoln 
Beachey’s career emphasizes the truth that they 
who live by the aeroplane shall die by the «ero- 
plane. None knew and felt the fate awaiting air- 
men more forcefully than did Beachey, who, on 
frequent occasions, prophesied that his end would 
come just in the manner in which it occurred yes- 
terday, and as he had seen so many other airmen 
meet their doom. The wonder has been that this 
death-defying pioneer in air navigation by heavier- 
than-air machines escaped for so many years the 
caldmity with which he so long flirted: In a 
large sense his life and the lives of many of his 
fellows are sacrifices to science. However safe air 
navigation may some time becomé, it is inevitable 
that so great an achievement cannot be obtained 
without loss of the lives of those who are brave 
enough to “‘try out” machines and methods’ to be 
employed in the work of perfecting the science. 
But the world-wide regret at the loss of this brave 
airman will be’no less sincere because of its un- 
avoidableness. 


MAN 1, ILL CONTINUE TO FLY. 

Louisville Times: Man will continue to fly. 
He will not be terrorized by. the expected and in- 
evitable mishaps that befall the pioneers of the 
air. He will improve his flying machine just as 
the Wrights improved upon the fabled absurdity 
which took Icarus into the “sun’s serene domin- 
ions.”

Louisville Courier-Journal: Beachey returned 
to exhibition aviation after having‘retired, and 
after he had uttered the plain truth when he said, 
upon retiring: 

“I know why they came to see me fly. It was 
morbid curiosity to see something happen. They 
wanted to see me killed.” 

The crowds collected again. There was even 
greater morbid curiosity to see what would hap- 
pen than there had been before the aviator’s with- 
drawal. The event they looked forward to has 
happened. Everyone knew that it would, sooner 
or later. 

Where. the pay is high there will be, always, 
men who will take the risk to earn it. But it 
is high time that laws were made to prevent ex- 
hibitions which are no less morbid than bullfights 
and cause @ far greater sacrifice of human life. 


GAMBLING WITH DEATH. 

Philadelphia Ledger: Lincoln Beachey gam- 
bled with death with the usual result. If his ex- 
ploits in the air had been for the purpose of de- 
veloping the art of flying there would have been 
some compensation; but he was merely a doer 
of stunts for pay. He was the operator of an air- 
ship willing to risk his life to give a new thrill to 
the multitude. He knew this, when he decided in 
May, 1913, to fly no more. But the gambling in- 
stinct seems to have been too strong for him to 
resist, and: he finally reached that tragic climax 
which he knew those who watched him were al- 
ways looking for.

MRS. WILSON’S MEMORIAL. 

Washington Times: Already the plan for a 
block of model homes as a memorial to Mrs. Wil- 
son has been indorsed by organizations of national 
importance. Besides being the most fitting me- 
morial to the life and charactef of Mrs. Wilson, 
thege model homes will give Washington an op- 
portunity to set the pace for housing its more 
poorly paid workers, and they will help relieve the 
perplexing problem created by the proposed evac- 
uation of the alleys by all tenants by July 1, 1918. 

The “model tenement” is in bad repute. The so- 
called model tenements usually have run down at 
the heels in about a year. Washington already 
has set the example, not in tenements, but in 
small homes built by the Sanitary Housing Co. and 
managed by a group of intelligent and businesslike 
social workers. 

But a further step easily could be achieved in 
such a memorial as that planned for Mrs. Wil- 
son. For such a group of homes would give an 
opportunity for community work of the most ad- 
vanced sort, and for real social center activities. 


A BOLD POLICEWOMAN. 

Washnigton Herald: Boston’s woman police 
officer wants to be admitted in her official ca- 
pacity to the exclusive social functions of the Back 
Bay set. “In regard to public dance halls,” she 
said, “I must say I wish. the parties given by the 
fashionable society women were one-half as well 
conducted.

In all the 
states in which the Legislatures have voted on 
bills authorizing a popular vote on woman suffrage 
such meaures have been adopted by large majori- 
ties. In Delaware the women were defeated by 12 
votes in the House and six in the Senate, because, 
it is alleged, mumps, broken legs and other causes 
kept suffrage advocates at home.

STRENGTH IN WAR, | 
DEKUM ASSERTS 


German Parliamentary Leader 
Points Advancement Toward 
Governmental Control. 


RICH MUST PAY: THE COST 


Men in Trenches, Fighting for 
National Defense, Remit 
Dues to the Party. 


By ERNEST POOLE. 


Author of “The Harbor,” and Neted 
ine Writer Who Hus Just 
Returned From a Tour of Germaty. 


NEW YORK, March 2%.—At the end 
of December, in Berlin, I talked with 
Dr. Sudekum, member of the Reichstag 
and one of the best known leaders in 
the German Social Democratic party. 

“This war,” he said, “is to us all a 
question of Germany's existence. Our 
country is now an armed fortress within 
which all parties have béen drawn to- 
gether for the purpose of common de- 
fense. In taking part in such a war we 
Socialists are not at all inconsistent. 
For years we have declared that we 
would not refuse to support a war in 
defense of the Fatherland, and that is 
what we have come to now. Europe is 
pressing in from all sides and we are 
fighting for our national life. 

“The Socialist party,” he went on, 
“had no part in declaring this war. War 
had already been declared when wé 
were asked in the Reichstag to vote for 
the war budget. Some of your papers, 
I believe, have said that the Soecialists 
went with the other parties to the 
Kaiser’s palace to pledge him their sup- 
port. This is not true, for such hag never 
been our custom. But in our party 
caucus we did decide to vote for the 
budget, because we knew that if we did 
not we Would only cripple our nation 
and cause terrible disaster. 

“We all know whom to blame for this 
war. Ever since the reign of that astute 
diplomat, Edward of England, that na- 
tion has schemed steadily to check the 
spread of our commerce in peace and to 
combine cther nations against us. If it 
had not been for English pressure Rus- 
sia and France would not be at war 
with us today. This is not the feeling of 
one class or section, but of the whole 
German people. You will find today in 
Germany no sentiment against Ruasia 
or France, but evérywhere a feeling of 
deep and just resentment against En- 
gland. 

Army Is Only Defense. . 

“From the Socialist partiés of other 
countries we still get news from time 
to time, but I see little chance of our 
coming together at present. The time 
for that will be when the war is over 
and not before. It is foolish to talk 
of stopping this war, it must be fought 
out to the end—I mean to some real con- 
clusion. And it ig equally foolish to 
talk q@bout disarmament. We Germans 
in the future must always hold out- 
selves ready for war. With no natural 
protection by .sea or mountains, with an 
mpen frontier on all sides, we have no 
other way of defense—we must keep uy 
our own army. And in order to be ready 
to act at any moment against a swift 
attack we must have at the héad of_our 
Government one man upon whose shou!l- 
cers rests the whole responsibility. 

“TI believe there will be other wars 
and that war by increasing competition 
BETWEEN (nations will decrease it 
WITHIN a nation. I méan that in the 
vearsa close ahead I believe we shall 
have a surprisingly rapid spread of gov- 
ernmental control. Already you see 
signs of increased Government owner- 
ship here. The nation has already as- 
sumed a closer control of the prices of 
food and it takes supplies where it 
needs them. 

‘The towns having municipal owneér- 
ship have, in the last few months, 
shown themselves so much stronger 
financially than other towns that the 
others have been following suit. So 
municipal Socialism is spreading fast. 
In the Reichstag just at present we ar~ 
working hard for unemployment insur- 
ance and also for universal suffrage. 
Already, since the war began, we have 
secured the endowment of motherhood. 
Every woman in childbirth is pensione 
for eight weeks by the State. And these 
are only samples of the strong and 
forceful measures of social reform to 
which war is forcing our nation, 
measures in which we Socialists natur- 
ally lead all other parties. 


Party Stronger Than Ever, 

“We are using our party organization,” 
he continued, ‘“‘to relieve destitute wom- 
én and children and to strengthen the 
nerve of the people for war. Over half 
the men fighting in the trenches are 
members of our party. Hundreds of 
them are even sending back ‘their reg- 
ular monthly dues from the front. And 
the consequence is that never before has 
our party stood so strong ir: the natien. 
This strength we shall use to force other 
reforms that lead towarl our Sovialist 
goal. : 

“The working peop'e of Gerinany are 
not going to pay for -his war. We shall 
insist that it be paid—first, through an 
income and inheritances tax: und see- 
ond, out of the profits of iidusrry. For 
the Germap Government, I be:ieve, will, 
within the next ten vears, take over ard

Efficient Civil Service System 
Must Be Provided, New York 
Official Declares. 


SPEAKS AT CITY CLUB 
Tells of Efforts to Insure Pro- 
motion for Merit in 
America’s Biggest City. 


Henry Bruere, City “Chamberlain of 
New York, addressing the Civic 
League at its annuel dinner at the 
City Club, Friday night, spoke of the

civil service problem as one of the 


most important in municipal govern-. 


ment, and a problem not yet fully 


solved. New York, he said, elects 
eight men to control the city’s af- 
fairs, and employs 100,000 toido the 
work. The method of selecting the 
100,000, theréfore, he said, would ap- 
pear to be as important as the meth- 
od of electing the eight. 
“I do not know any American city 
that has established an intelligent 
policy with regard to ‘city em- 
ployes,” he said. “I do not mean that 
city employes are underpaid or wen- 
erally overworked. The contrary is 
often true. But I do mean that city 
employes are not scientifically train- 
ed and selected for their jobs, are 
mot organized for effective service, 
ar not inspired with institutional 
ideals. There are éxceptions in the 
ases of police and fire departments, 
ind among teachers in public schools, 
but my characterization applies gen- 
erally . 
Civil Service Is Bulwark. 

“Civil service is still chiefly the bul- 


| wark erected by the advocates of good 


government against the politician. It 
must become a flexible instrument in 
the hands of honest and skilled adminie- 
trators for organizing and developing 
an efficient municipal service. This 
change is now in process in several 
cities, notably in Chicago and New 


Ree York. 


“The Civil Service Commission is 
working out a definite plan of advance- 
ment in city service,.so that a young 
man May come into city employment in 
a minor position and see ahead of him 
@ caretr of progressive advancement, 
We have laid hold of this important 
principle that to develop the intelligent 
interest of employes they must be given 
some sharé in management. To this 
end we have brought into being an em- 
ployes’ conference committee to be 
chosen ty the rank and file of em- 
ployes, which will be expected to make 
suggestions and recommendations for 
the improvement of the service and de- 
velopment of the effectiveness of city 
work, 

“The Civil Service Commission is 
now expected to understand intimate- 
ly the requirements of the depart- 
ments so that when they are asked 
to provide a man or woman to fill a 
particular position they will frame 
their tests with appropriate refer- 
ence to the work the employe will 
have to do. There was a time not 
long@esince when telephone operators 
were given examinations in physical 
geography, and office boys in mas- 
terpieces of English literature. Good 
telephone operators must possess 
certain qualities of temper, address, 
mental alertness and physical stam- 
ina which cannot possibly be ascer- 
tained by written examinations. 

‘‘We have still to train specially 
qualified men and women for the work 
of cities. We have still to be persuad- 
ed that permanency in public work and 
continuity of service in public office 
does not constitute a peril to demo- 
cratis institutions. Democracy, rising 
as @ revolt against government from 
the top, has for a century maintained 
2 hostile attitude towards a permanent 
official class. This has been based on 
the theory that officials were officials 
of government and not of public serv- 
ice. Once the public service ideal is 
made fundamiental in government, and 
the public measures the conduct of of- 
ficials not by their beliefs, protestations 
and partisan views, but by their 
achievements, the threat of autocracy 
will depart for professionalism in pub- 
lic work. 

“The city manager plan is based 
upon the theory of professional 
service, The majority of civil em- 
ployes ih great cities are now perma- 
netn employes under the operation 
of civil service laws. The only branch 
of city government which shifts from 
term to term and administration to 
administration is the executive 
branch responsible for leadership, re- 
sponsible for planning, responsible 
for ‘stimulating the whole body of 
employes. This, too, must acquire the 


‘habit of permanency in order that 


men may not look upon the work of 
| public office as an ayocation or a 
stepping stone to better things, but 
as a permanent oportunity for ren- 
dering in_the biggest possible way 
the kind of service that means most 
to the progressive civilization of 
America.”

The Russian policy could be called a 
sort of pendulum -that periodically 
swings between Asia amd Europe. From 
1885 to 19% Russia occupied itself with 
its Asiatic policy, not paying much at- 
tention to how-things were going in Eu- 
rope, and, thanks to this indifference, 
relations. with Austria and Germany 
were quite friendly. But the war with 
Japan turned Russia again toward Eu- 
rope. The alliance with France again 
was taken up, amplified and reinforced. 
The Entente with England was conclud- 
ed, which was a real revolution in Eu- 
ropean politics, Russia again concerned 
herself with the Balkans and the small- 
er Slav peoples, so neglected during the 
previous 10 years. 

Raossians Will Turn to Asia. 


A sort of understanding was con- 

cluded with Japan, the enemy of yes- 
terday, both adopting as a Far East- 
ern policy the keeping of things in 
their present state. But as relations 
vith Japan were becoming better, those 
with Austria and Germany were get- 
ting worse. The crisis of Bosnia-Herze- 
govina came, and Russia was obliged 
to give in to the German threats. Eco- 
nomic questions: grew hard, too--Ger- 
many wanted to renew certain com- 
mercial treaties, into which Russia, 
on the other hand, wanted to intro, 
due essential modifications; and for 
this threats were made by Germany. 
The Balkan war broke out; and at last 
the Serbo-Austrian war, beginning of 
the European conflict. 

So, to a certain extent, the European 
war represents the stupreme crisis oi 
the new policy begun by Russia after 
196. So we can expect that another 
swing of the pendulum will take place 
toward Asia after this war. Russia wili 
probably, during a, certain period of 
time, take less interest in the ‘ques-

Organization Is Perfected, Com- 
mittees Appointed and Collec- 
tion Boxes Distributed. 


An active campaign for the extermi- 
nation of flies has been started by the 
St. Louis Kill the Fiy Association. Plans 
were perfected at a special meeting yes- 
terday. Dr..G. A. Jordan, Assistant 
Health Commissioner, is chairman; Ben 
Westhus, chairman of the Committee. on 
Plans; Dr. E. W. Saunders, chairman of 
Finance Committee, and Max Keufman, 
secretary and treasurer. 

The organization asks various civic or- 
ganizations to co-operate in the cam- 
paign. The Consumers’ League and sev- 
eral other associations already have an- 
nounced their intention of assisting. 
Among these are: The St. Louis Med- 
ical Society, Civic League and Missouri 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. Mayor 
Kiel, in a letter to the association, in- 
dorsed the movement. 

A subscription list has been epened 
and beginning tomorrow Max Kaufman, 
treasurer, will receive donations of 
money or merchandise, at his office in 
the Municipal Courts Building. 

The Consumers’ League and the Junior 
League of that organization already 
have started on a campaign in co-opera- 
tion with the parent association. One 
hundred and fifty collection boxes have 
been purchased and placed in restau- 
rants, hotels and other public places. 
These committees have asked for sub- 
scriptions to assist in the work. Those

Former Ambassador to America From Great 
Britain Says Impartiality of Washington 
Government Has Been Proven. 


The following explanation of the attitude of the American Govern- 
ment and the American people, towards the nations at war as he sees 
it, was written by Viscount Bryce, Former Ambassador to the United 
State from Great Britain. 

By Viscount Bryce. 

Former British Ambassador to the 
United States. : 

As there has never been any war 
which affected neutral countries so 
deeply and in so many ways, neither 
has there ever been any in which the 
belligerents were so anxious to haye 
the moral support of neutral countriés, 
and to know what were the ideas and 
judgments of those wno, as spectators, 
could think and judge impartially. En- 
glishmen are, of course, specially inter- 
ested in knowing what the people of 
the United States think. Like most 
other persons who have spent some time 
in the United States, I nave found ymy- 


‘l ington, 


further evidence which would carry 
certainty to every fair mind. ° 

Add to this ground for caution the 
fact that the United States have al- 
ways, following the advice of Wash- 
endeavored to keep them- 
selves clear of entanglements in Old 
World diplomacy. They would, of 
eourse, hold themselves to be bound 
in their own action by the Hague 
convention of 1907, for they signed it. 
But the Secretary of State, in his in- 
structions to the United States dele- 
gates in 1907, expressly called atten- 
tion to the need for adhering.to the 
traditional principle. Whether or no 
it would have been better to deliver 
@ protest, the mischief had been 
largely done before any could have 
been delivered, and no neutral power 
in either the Old World or the New 
has, in fact, protested.

Germany is the injured party, that 
she is the champion of civilization 
against Russia, and that Belgium has 
only herself to blame for having at- 
tempted a vain resistance. There are 
also Germans of the second generation 
who take this view. Americans tell me 
that they are very few. Anyhow, it 
is a complete error to assume that the 
bulk. of those who bear German names 
and own to German blood belong to the 
pro-German party. The children of Bu- 
ropeans who are born in America grow 
up normal American citizens for all 
practical purposes. Their loyalty is to 
the Stars and Stripes, and their feeling 
for the land of their parents is com- 
paratively weak. What is called the 
German vote is in some cities a force 
to be reckoned with. But when those 
who lead it try to use it as a means 
of applying political presstre in such f 
@ case as this, native Americans resent 
such an attempt, for with them it is 
a fundamental principle that a citizen 
must have no loyalty save to the Unit- 
ed States, and the great bulk even of 
the “‘hyphenated’’ German-Americans 
would refuse to respond.

New York Detectives Think a 
“Jack the Ripper’ Murdered 
Child at Mother’s Door. 


RETURNING FROM STORE 


Her Pail of Milk Near and Sack 
of Candy Was in Hand When 
Body Was Found. 


NEW YORK, March 2®.—Leonora An- 
na Cohn, a pretty child, 5 years old, 
was murdered last night in a Third ave- 
nue tenement by a person who, th® 
police declare, is a “Jack the Ripper.” 

Leonora started with a pail at 7:16 
o’clock from her home on the second 
floor of 352 Third avenue, which is be- 
tween Twenty-fifth and TWenty-sixth 
streets, to go for a quart of milk. 

She paid for the milk, then a penny 
was returned to her, the salesman re- 
marking: 

“Go buy yourself ‘ 
Smarty.”’ 

Leonora’s most intimate friends called 
her “Smarty,” and sne didn’t mind the 
name. She Jeft the milk store and | 
hurried to a candy shop.. There she got 
a@ small bag of sweets. Then she started 
for her home. 

The child’s mother 1s Mrs. Anna Co- 
hen, employed as nurse and attendant 
in the office of Dr. A. Herzlick, 260 
West Seventy-second street. She and 
her mother made their home with the 
mother’s brother, Henry Ecker, a bar- 
ber. There are a number of others 
in Ecker’s household, including. his son, 
Richard Honey Ecker, a dental sttdent. 

Chatted With Children, 

Leonora arrived at the hall leading 
into her home.about 7:30.. She stopped 
at the door and chatted with several 
¢hildren, waving the small candy bag 
at them in a teasing way. On the first 
floor lives Mrs. Heten Spengler, who 
runs a press clipping bureau. On the 
opposite side live the Misses Emma and 
Augusta Johnson, proprietors of a hand- 
made rug concern. 

The doors leading into Mrs. Spengier’s 
apartment were open when Leonora 
Came up the main stairway. 

Mrs. Spengler called to the child and 
seeing her with the can of milk, said: 

“Well, Smarty, i see you have been 
shopping.” 

“Hiave to keep house,”’ replied ‘the 
child, trying to look serious. ‘““Must hurry 
now and get supper,”’ and she went on 
up the stairs with. a laugh. 

The Johnson sister, as well as they 
can fix the time, heard groans at 7:40 
They investigated and against the Pres. 
of A hall closét they. found Leonora. She 

as not dead; but unconscious. Near

Commands Barge Carrying: Food 
and Clothing Into War Zones 
of Flanders. 


SCRUBS DECKS HERSELF 


With Two Women: Friends and 
Does Work of Cook and 
Housemaid—Enjoys It. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
* CALAIS, March 7.—Maxine Elliott has 
met with remarkable success in get- 
ting provisions eto starving . Belgians 
in the fighting zones of Flanders. Per- 
sonally conducting her expeditions by 
barge, towed through the canals of 
France and Flanders, she penetrated 
that iittle. corner where the Belgian 
standard still flies between the guns 
of the allied and German armies. 

“It is & miracle to have got here,” 
said Miss Elliott to an Associated Press 
correspondent, who recently met her 
and two women companions in ‘thé 
midst of their work. It is against every 
rule for. a woman to be at the actual 
front, and Miss Elliott succeeded in 
her project only after weeks of 
“Machiavellian scheming and slavery.” 
The barge is looked after by three 
Belgian soldiers. 

The American actress enlisted her 
expedition as a part of the services 
of the American Commission for Re- 
lief in Belgium, but financed it large- 
ly herself, and personally conducted 
t in the hope of reaching the destitute 
in the countg where the fighting still 


rages, for these receive little or no 
help from the big funds administeyed 
through Brusgelg. 

$10,000 Worth of Food. 

“We had on board $10,000 worth of 
food and a dozen enormous bales .of 
Clothing, when our barge, the Julia, 
left Calais,’’ said Miss Elliott. ‘‘ We 
set out on Feb. 4, after overcoming 
innumerable petty annoyances that one 
cannot foresee, because in peace time 
there is no precedent for them. For 
instance, it was impossible for us to 
buy mattresses in Calais. We had to 
beg four of the base commandant, so 
that the sailors wodld not have to sléep 
on the floor. . 

“We also succeeded in borrowing from 
the army commissariat 10,000 tins .of 
milk, two tons, of potatoes, 500 barrels 
of sugar, and hogshead after hogshead 
of salt pork, to supplement our.cargo.”’ 

The barge was spic and span from 
the scrubbing whieh Miss Elliott had 
given it. ‘It's just as comfy here as 
at Hartsbourne,’’ she said, ‘‘except we 
do all the manual labor ourselves. We 
scrub the floors, do all the cooking, 
make the beds and work line cooks, 
housemaids and odd men combined) 
We have cooked for the soldiers and 
the tug crews as well, if. you please, 
and we drop into bed each night ex- 
hausted, but content. 


Her Feet in Cotton. Wool. 

“My feet are done up in cotton wool, 
but one doesn’t mind. I am going to 
wear sabots like the peasants after 
this, with woolen stockings underneath. 
And my poor hands! Any cook in the 
world would be ashamed to own them!”’

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Fortress Invested by Russians 
Virtually Has Circumference 
of 75 Miles. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

PETROGRAD, March 2.—Some idea of 
the magnitude of the undertaking in- 
volved in the Russian investment of 
Preemysl may be formed from the étate- 
ment that the circumference of the fort- 
ress is 7% miles. The part of thé Rus- 
sian army which is necessary for the 
mere operation of “sitting tight” in this 
spot is therefere large enough, if re- 


leased, to have a very material trflu- 
ence on field operations. It is esti- 
mated that at least two full Russian 
army corps, together with a large force 
of cavalry and heavy artillery, are im- 
mobilized by the investment of Przemys!. 

The arrangements for the investment | 
of the fortress are similar to those em-| 
ployed for the defense of a river line. 
The extent of the front is too great to 
admit ofa continuous line being octu- 
pied in adequate strength to resist at- 
tack at every point by means of troops 
actually on the spot. The object of in- 
vestment is to prevent supplies ana re- 
inforcements reaching the garrison, and 
to oonfine the latter within the outer 


stantly on the alert to detéct by méans 
of reconnaisance, any offensive move- 
ment on the part of the garrison. 

The actual resistence to any offensive 
moveriints from within the fortress is 
offered by reserve bodies of troops, 
which are held in readiness at con- 
venient points in the rear of the line 
of investment. By this means the num- 
ber of troops absorbed in the invest- 
ment of the fortre#s is much reduced. 

When contrasted with the speedy fall 
of fortresses in Belgium the prolonged 
defense of Prsemys] may seem extraor- 
dinary. Liegé, Namur, Maubeuge and 
Antwerp were subdued by an invest- 
ment.

The Russians have no guns capable of 
being trangported in the field that are 
able to dOmpete with the guns of the 
fortresses of Przemysl.

and ammunition, its resistance has been 
protracted, and the end is not yét in 
sight. The place was originally invest- 
ed early in September. It whe relieved 
about Oct. 10, but the repulee later of 
the Austrians enabled the investment to 
be resumed, and it has been maintained 
for the past four months. 
Frequent optimistio Russian forecasts 
as to the impending fail of the fortress 
have not been realized, and it now ap- 
pears that a regular system of com- 
munication by aeroplanes ia maintained 
between the city and the outside world, 
that the supply of meat has been con- 
served by the killing of large quantities 
of wild game and fowl] in the suburban 
districts, and that the food supply, aug- 
mented by market produce from the sur- 
rounding region, is adequate for nearly 
three months more.

peace ceases. It is perhaps through 
this much-lauded love of peace that 
the mass of English people have 
long since become unused to the bear- 
ing of arms, but hordes of mercen- 
aries, from all parts of the world, are 
impressed to supplement the hired arm 
which fh ack ca seca tremendous efforts fs slowly 


aims ind efforts of England with those 
of Germany, and to express this com- 
‘parison briefly and pregnantly in single 
words, the word for England would be 
dominion, and for Germany—liberty. 

Whoever studies the history of Ger- 
many since the breakdown of the old 
empire and the triumphs of the papacy 
at the end of the Hohenstaufen era will 
soon be convinced that its essential ele- 
ment was a struggle, fot for world-con- 
quest, as is claimed by British misrep- 
resentations, but for spiritual and politi- 
cal liberty. As far back as in the Ro- 
man days the Germans were fighting for 
freedom and independence; for that they 
fought ard won their victories in the 
Teutoburger Forest. Then, of course, 
tame the time when the Germans in 
overflowing strength poured out over 
neighboring lands and did try to extend 
thelr sway over the Continent. In that 
effort the German people went on the 
rocks, and they have never since come 
back to the idea. 


Germany Fourded Religieus Freedom. 


In the age of the great discoveries, 
when the curtain was being withdrawn 
that so long had hidden the remoter re- 
gious of the globe, Germany, it hap- 
pened, was involved in great religious 
wars. It therefore’ missed its chance to 
take part in the partition of the earth. 
Its destiny in those years was to lay the 
foundation for religious liberty upon

brought heavy ‘losses, it defended itseif 
against the Spanish and French lust for 
conquest and defended the world of cul- 
ture against the Moslem invasion. Un- 
der Frederick the Great, Prussia, then 
the seat of German intellectual liberty, 
fought not only to maintain its exist- 
ence as a state, but aiso to secure lib- 
erty of independent development against 
the united strength of a retrogressive 
world-conception. 

With heart and soul Prussia’s great 
King at the same time stood on the side 
of the American champions of liberty. 
Later, when Napoleon thought to estab- 
lish a French world-dominion, it again 
was the Prussian and the German peop:c 
who took up the sword for the liberty 
of Europe, and with heroic effort broke 
the chain of slavery which the Corsican 
had forged. England did fight bravely 
at Waterloo, but that battle was to a 
large extent won by German and Dutch 
troops, just as the victories of Welling- 
ton against the Napoleonic dominion in 
Spain were won by troops the greater 
part of whom were German. 

Then came the ware of the nineteenth 
century. In 1866 Prussia fought for and 
won Germany's independence from Aus- 
trian domination. In 1870 itself against 
France's attempted violations, and in tha 
struggle attained its freedom an dits 
imperial unity on French soil. 


Why Emgliand Assails Germany.

In the wars of independence, 
with their inspiring poets, the thought 
of freedom takes even a loftier ascend- 
ancy, while from our great historians, 
from Schlosser and Haeusser to 
Treitschke, the ideal of liberty has been 
the bright guiding star of their thought 
and their work—never the longing for 
unjustifiable world-dominion:

So sings Max von Schenkendorf from 
the deepest heart of the German people. 
“We Wanted Engiand’s Co-operation.” 

We never wanted war with England 
—how often shall I repeat it? Our only 
aim, our sole ambition, was to develop 
autonomously alongside of England. Al- 
ways we have given full recognition to 
the importance of English culture; noth- 
ing would have been more to’our taste 
than to work hand in hand with En- 
gland for the progress of civilization and 
the advancement of mankind. Certain- 
ly no more complete proof of this could 
be asked than the history of the years 
during which we have with such care 
and patience kept the peace of the 
world; than the tireless efforts of our 
lofty-minded Emperor for the mainte- 
nance of good will among the nations. 

Now, however, when war has been 
forced upon us by England, we will 
fight to a finish with all the means of 
technique, with all the resources of 
the art of war, and on land and on sea, 
in the air and beneath the ocean, with 
all the heroism to which the German 
heart has steeled itself in ‘ung years 
of peaceful work; if necessary, to the 
last drop of blood, until England itself 
offers the hand for peace—England, 
which too late will realize how danger- 
ovs it is to drive to the uttermost a 
patient and peaceful but not all endur- 


ing nation like the German, which now 
will never lay down its arms until En- 


gland shall have surrendered its self- 
assumed policy of world-dominicn, ghall 
have professed itself satisfied at last to 
be that which it is entitled to be, in 
honor and in peace, one of the great 
cultural nations alongside of other cul- 
tural nations. 

And should just fate give us victory 
in the war now raging, then shall an 
amazed world realize that we shall 
never attempt to build for ourselves a 
world-dominion upon the ruins of van- 
quished neighbor states. 

G verning Strange People Disastrous 

In the course of a history often un- 
happy and tragic, the lesson has. come 
to us that the conquest of ‘territory 
populated by strange people, that do- 
minion over foreign nationalities, where 
practiced to a large extent can never 
lead to healthy development: that the 
endeavor to obtain even limited world- 
dominion eats up tne marrow of the 
people that undertake it and does not 
strengthen them. Long ago we realized 
also that the progress of civilization 
cannot rest upon the material or in- 
tellectual attainments of a single na- 
tion; that on the contrary spiritual and 
intellectual competition of varied na- 
tional individualities are requisite to the 
attainment of the highest aims of hu- 
manity. 

If victory should come to us, ag the 
progress of the war thus far permits 
us to hope, we,.of course, will be anx- 
ious to strengthen the position and 
power of our own nation and that of 
our allies and friends in Europe in such 
a way that our existence as a State 
and our independence will never again 
be threatened, as it has been threat- 
ened in this war. This we owe to the 
countless fallen heroes who have shed 
their blood for Germany’s future. In 
what way that is to be done cannot as 
yet be told. It depends entirely upon 
the course of the events of the war. 

One thing, however, is certain. We 
shall never try to erect our power upon 
the shoulders of oppressed and subju- 
gated States. 

Would Never Question Monroe Doc- 
trine. 

It is just as certain, aiso, that we 
should never think of assuming an an- 
tagonistic attitude toward America, 
must less dream of questioning the 
Monroe Doctrine. What advantages 
could we possibly expect from such be- 
havior? Visionaries talk of .the con- 
quest of Canada by the Germans and 
of the acquisition of other colonies 
upon the continent. 

How could such dreams. even if they 
were for a moment cherished, possibly 
‘be carried out? If we are so happy as 
to achieve an outlook for enduring 
peace at home would we sacrifice the 
advantages of victory by a policy of 
wild adventure abroad? 

Whence would come the enormous 
fleeta necessary in order to carry out 
an attack against the enormous re- 
sources of the United States, or to 
maintain across the broad Atlantic a 
contact of communication between an 
attacking army and the home coun- 
try? <A soldier finds it very difficult, 
indeed, seriously to consider such 
thoughtless prejudice and blinded hat- 
red. Politically an absurdity, and from 
the military viewpoint a ridiculous im- 
possibility, dreams like this belong ony 
to the sphere of barroom discussion. 

And the idea that the so-called Ger- 
man militarism—which, is a matter of 
fact, is an extravagart name for ea 
system of citizen soldiery—might, in 
case of German victory, become a 
danger to the world in general, and 
especially to the American Continent, 
ig equally groundless.

No educated German will entertain the 
thought of attempting to impose on 
other states, or to picture as patterns 
applicable to all states conditions es- 
pecially required .by our peculiar cir- 
cumstances; to force similar institutions 
upon states the geographical positions 
of which, and the economical and polit- 
ical structures orf which. are of dif- 


stitutional conditions, which have of 
imperative necessity developed in the 
course of our often tragic history, are 
extremely different, for instance, from 
those of a natfon built up on lines such 
as those which the United States of 
American has followed in its develop- 
ment. 

In this fact, however, surely there lies 
no reason for animosity on either side. 
Nobody in Germany thinks of exerting 
unjustified influence upon America; our 
victory in Europe would never mislead 
us into the political, the military and 
the anti-social stupidity of suggesting 
for America aims which would be un- 
natural to the interests of the United 
States; our purpose, if the victory ove 
ours, will be an entirely different one. 
For us victory would be a new com- 
mand to respect American interests, es- 
pecially as we would have to expect oa 
the other hand that America would not 
interfere disturbingly with our spheve 
of interests. 

To all- other nations, moreover, our 
good wishes would go forth, and our 
endeavors would be directed for their 
free and independent development, in 
order that their best traits, which can 
thrive only in freedom, might be de- 
veloped, together with our own, for 
common contribution. tqward world- 
wide peace and the furtherance of: the 
highest problems of humanity. 
“Germany’sx Aim Higher Than En- 

gland’s. 

This we consider a more beautiful and 
4 more worthy aim than that of En- 
giand, to fill all mankind with the En- 
glish spirit. Such an aim is, indeed, the 
most congenial to the German nation, 
which Treitschke delineates in the 
words: 

“Depth of thought, idealism, cosmo- 
politan views; a transcendent philoso- 
thy which boldly oversteps (or freely 
looks over) the separating barriers of 
finite existence; familiarity with every 
human thought and feeling; the desire 
to traverse the world-wide realm of 
ideas in common with the foremost in- 
tellects of all nations and all times. All 


characteristic of the Germans and has 
always been praised as the privilege of 
German character and breeding.”’ 

From the United States we expect 
neither direct nor indirect help in this 
sigantic struggle for existence. Lonz 
ago we understood that the only vic- 
tories attained through its own strength 
count in the history of a nation. We 
shall therefore fight our battle to the 
finish alone, with German iron and with 
German blood. 

Should there really be in the United 
States no comprehension of the epic 
importance and the _ significance for 
civilization of the heroic struggle which 
Germany today is compelled to wage 
against an entire world in arms? For 
my part, too highly do I esteem,.the 
American people to allow myself to be- 
lieve that there Can be, or can long 
endure there, such a total lack of un- 
derstanding.

GERMAN WRITER SEES ALL 
“OF EUROPE DOMINATED BY 
THE KAISER AFTER WAR] 
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Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

BERLIN, March 3.—A picture of 
Europe completely reorganized, with 
Germany and her allies dominating 
everything and levying upon their 
fallen rivals a tribute of from 120 to 
150 milliards of’ marks, is drawn by 
Rudolph Martin, former Minister of 
Interior of Germany, in. a pamphlet 
entitled “The World War and Its 
End,” that has just been issued. 

The huge indemnity which the au- 
thor beli¢ves will be demanded by 
Germany when she dictates peace 
terms in London, after two years’ 
fighting, is estimated on the basis of 
war costs of 30 millards of marks 
($7,5600,000,000) to be sustained by 
Germany, Austria and Turkey, in the 
proportion of 16, 10 and 4 respect- 
ively. 

As Germany at the end of the 
Franco-Prussian War made the 
French pay two and one-half times 
what it cost to cogduct the conflict, 
so, the writer beli@ves, Germany will 
make the allies pay similarly at the 
end of the present war. In addition 
75 milliards ($18,760,000,000)) will be 
Gemandea for the support of depend- 

ents of those killed.

The writer sees Germany firmly 
tstablished along the present French 
coast, in position to control both 
London and Paris, and possessed of 
an air fleet of thousands of machines 
and 20,000 airmen. He sees England 
forced to consent to the construction 
of a tunnel under the English Chan- 
nel, equipped with four railway tracks 
and an automobile roadway, at both 
ends of which the German forces are 
in control. 

Rassia to Be Dismembered, 

Russia he pictures as completely 
dismembered, its territory divided up 
mong neighboring Powers, its cof- 
fers completely depleted to the point 
of bankruptcy, its menace to the Ger- 
nan empire forever gone. In the 
process of dismemberment he pre- 
dicts the organization of new states. 

Sweden, the author believes, will 
receive Finland; Germany the Baltic 
provinces and Poland; Austria will 
take the entire south of Russia, in- 


0 OEE A Ko he. dyin 
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cluding Kiev and Odessa; Turkey will 
receive the entire Caucasus, includ- 
ing the Government of Saratcw; Rus- 
sia will have to retire both from the 
Baltic, the Black and the Caspian 
Seas. 

Servia is to go to Austria-Hungary; 
Egypt to Turkey; a part of Arabia to 
Rumania, provided the latter allies 
itself sincerely with Germany, Aus- 
tria and Turkey; and every other state 
which similarly joins this group will 
be properly rewarded. 

Not only does Alsace-Lorraine re- 
main German, but Belfast is to join 
it once more as a German possession. 
Belgium not only becomes German, 
along with the Congo, but is to pay an 
indemnity of 6% milliards of francs 
($1,250,000,000) within a few years of 
the close of the war. 

Regarding the disposition of the 
colonial possessions of the allies the 
writer goes into little detail, beyond 
stipulating that England and France 
must lose Egypt, India, Algiers, Tu- 
nis and Morocco as penalty for induc- 
ing their inhabitants to bear arms 
against Germany. 

Turkey to Get Suez, 

The Suez Canal the writer sees per- 
manently In the hands of “our ally, 
Turkey.” After the conclusion of 
peace, he hopes, English “ships, in- 
stead of longer paying tolls into the 
pocket of the English-owned Suez 
Canal Co., will have to pay them to 
“our ally, Turkey.” 

The heavy indemnities proposed, the 
writer frankly says, are for the pur- 
pose of so weakening Germany’s ene- 
mies that it will be years before they 
ean even contemplate war against her 
again. They are supplemented by a 
taxation and military system from 
present Belgium to the new Russian 
border that will strengthen Germany 
indefinitely. 

Though Gérmany’ § territory will be. 
greatly increased in Europe, it must 
be laid down as a basic principle 1 
the writer’s opinion, that the elector- 
ate eligible to choose the membership 
of the controlling Reichstag must be 
confined to the-old boundaries. 

Newly acquired Russian Poland, 
with its own legislature in Warsaw, 
may perhaps become an adjunct king- 
dom with Prince August William (the 
Kaiser’s third son) of Prussia as 
ruler. The Belgians, he believes, may 
also form a kingdom and govern 
themselves. The acquired Baltic pro- 
vinces, as well as the territory taken 
from France, can, he thinks, without 
harm have their Own parliaments, and 
live under the direction of an Imper- 
ial Governor General. 

All Must Serve in Army. 

He would establish as one of the most 
important basic principles of the gov- 
ernments of the conquered provinces 
that every young man who, according 
to the rules laid down in the German 
empire, is,capable of bearing arms shall: 
serve in the army. For the Pole he 
suggests service in Erfurt; and for the 
l’renchmen from Calais or Belfort, as 
well as the Belgian, service in Bavaria 
or Wurtemburg. The garrisons in -Po- 
land, France and Belgium meanwhile, 
he believes should be made up of sea- 
soned Prussian, Saxon or Bavarian 
troops. 

With the historical example of Lux- 
emburg as a precedent, the writer \pre- 
scribes that the taxation laws of ‘the 
empire shall apply to the conquered ter- 
ritory quite as much as the military 
rules. 

Barly in his pamphlet the writer 
voices the expression that England must 
be invaded and London conquered be- 
fere the Germans can have been con- 
sidered winners and masters of the ;ait- 
uation. No occupation of Paris or of 
Moscow alone can accomplish this end. 

Both the latter he considers only mat- 
ters of time, that of&the Russian city 
especially being feasible because of Rus- 
fla’s alleged precarious financial con- 
dition. With the Turks working north- 
ward and the Austrians advancing 
steadily he believes Russia's doom to be 
sealed. In the country’s dismember- 
ment, he declares that no weakness 
should reign, no pettiness should show 
itsélf. It must be accomplished ruth- 
lessly. 

“For Germany and her allies,” he 
says, “it is of the greatest importance 
of the 
coast from Boulogne sur Mer,’ Calais, 
Dieppe and Dunkirk to Ostend. The 
German side of the channel must fur- 
nish a broad basis of operations for 
air craft, and the ports on the coast 
must serve as war hafbors for German 
submarines, torpedo boats, cruisers and 
battleships. World peace after the 
landing in England demands German 
Supremacy on the séa gnd in the air 
over the channel. 

“In the peace treaty at London, En- 
gland must agree to the construction 
of the railroad tunnel under the chan- 
nel that has been planned for more than 


{4 years. In view of increasing traffic 
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] entrance to. the vena: and of investing 
about six forts. 

“Tf,” he concludes his main chapter 
entitled ‘The End of the World War,’ 
“Germany, Austria-Hungary and Tur- 
key want for all time to benefit by 
their alliance in this war, they would 
do well to prepare a common taxation 
agreement, to extend from Hamburg 

© Basra on the Red Sea and from Ca- 
iste to Baku on the Caspian Sea.’’

Little of Program Outlined in 
Gow. Major’s Message Has 
” sen Accomplished.

JEFFERSON CITY, March 21. (Sun- 
day)—rine Missouri Legislature, which 
was supposed to adjourn at 6 p. m. yes- 
terday, was still in session at 1 a. m., 
with the prospect that the prolonged 
session might last until nearly noon. The 
clock was stopped at 6. to preserve the 
fiction of a continuous legislative day. 
Appropriation bills. constitute most of 
the unfinished business. 

Two of the important measures passed 
in the closing session were the Kinney 
bill, which authorizes St. Louis to adopt. 
@ new system of holding elections for 
municipal offices; and the bill continu- 
ing contract labor at the penitentiary 
for a period of one year after Dec. 31 
mext, when existing contracts will ex- 
pire. 

The enactment of the Kinney bil! will 
make it pessible for the St. Louis Board 
of Aldermen to submit to the voters a 
charter amendment providing for non- 
partisan elections for Mayor, Aldermen 
and other strictly city officers. In this 
connection, the Boston system, which 
pi >vides for nominations by petition, 
instead of primaries, has been suggest- 
ed. Démocrats supported the measure, 
which originated with the Civic League. 

The proportional representation and 
preferential voting systems can also be 
introduced under the authorization of 
this act, which applies only to the city 
of St. Louls. Senator Kinney received 
a telegram from E. M. Grossman of 8t. 
Louis, one of those who drew up the 
bill, congratulating him on its passage. 

The continuance of the long-contin- 
ued convict labor system for another 
year was brought about through a deal 
made by Representative John C. Rob- 
erteon of St. Louis with the Democrats

LINER’S PASSENGERS SEE 
— SHOTS FIRED AT SUBMARINE 


Lapland Steered in Zigzag Course 


Leaving Liverpool! to Avoid 
German Raider. 

NEW YORK, March ‘ 20.—Passen- 
gers aboard the British steamer Lap- 
land, which reached here today from 
Liverpool, witnessed a battle in the 
Irish Channel between a British tor- 
pedo boat, which escorted the Lap- 
land, and a German submarine. The 
Lapland, crowding on all steam, fled 
in a zigzag line from the combatants. 

The Lapland picked up her naval 
escort outside the entrance to Liyer- 
pool harbor. . Before the steamer 
sailed reports were current in Liv- 
erpool that submarines were in near- 
by waters, Steamer and convoy were 
not far from Liverpool when the tor- 
pedo boat opened fire. 

The raider fired a torpedo at an- 
other vessel. Passengers aboard the 
Lapland watched the progress of the 
missile through the water and saw 
that it went wide of its target. 

Meantime the torpedo boat’s guns 
had quickened their fire. The Lap- 


land, at full speed, was steered at 


intervals abruptly to port and to 
starboard in a zigzag course. 

The submarine was sunk by the 
torpedo boat, in the opinion of Capt. 
Bradshaw of the Lapland. A widen- 
ing circle of oil on the water, the 
Captain said, told of the submarine’s 
fate.

she has. sued for $50,000 for breach of 
promise. 

“Oliver Osborne’’—it is not seriously 
believed that is his true name, or that 
he came from Boston, as alleged by 
him, but is a New York man—created 
a sensation yesterday when he injected 
himself into the mystery enshrouding 
Miss Tanzer’s suit by saying it was 
he who had associated with her under 
that name. The man was to have ap 
peared against the woman before a 
United States Commissioner today, 
where she was charged with using the 
mails to defraud, but did not, and a 
dozen Federal detectives have failed 
to find him. 

Slade & Slade, attorneys for th 
ycung woman, jubilantly assert he is 
a “‘dummy,” dug up to scare off their 
ciient, and failing, will never be heard 
from again. James Osborne and the 
'‘ederal District Attorney Marshall ir- 
cdignantly deny this, and say the maz:

City 
Treasurer Keating, in explaining this 
unusual state of affairs, told 
Dispatch reporter last night that Mayor 
Chamberlin, author of the slogan, 
‘‘Make East St. Louis more like home 
and less like hell,’’ had appealed to the 
breweries to aid the city when the 
tregsury lacked $10,000. 


Licenses Paid in Advance. 
Keating said the city’s routine expen- 
ditures had reduced its finances $10,000, 


and that in his quandary he appealed to 


the Mayor. The money®was forthcom- 
ing in a hurry, he said, in this manner: 

Beginning with this year the East St. 
Louis saloons are permitted to pay their 


$500 annual license fees semi-annually, 


in advance, instead of annually, as here- 
tofore. The saloons of East St. Louis 
are largely owned by the breweries. So 
Mayor Chamberlin solicited three brew- 
eries, and had them pay some of their 
June licenses in advance. 

The first brewery to ‘‘kick in,” Keat- 
ing said, was the Central Brewery of 
East St. Louis, which paid $10,000, that 
ordinarily would not have been due un- 
til June. This amount made up the def- 
icit. -It was said the Central Brewery 
officials protested against being the only 


‘brewery to contribute thusly in East St. 


Louis’ hour of need. 
Candidate for Re-Election. 

So the Heim brewery was induced to 
pay $16,506 ahead of time, and the An- 
heuser-Busch brewery contributed $2,- 
2 in advanze. Whether other brew- 
eries were solicited and failed to answer

Nona McAdoo Foster, sister of William 
McAdoo, the American Secretary of the 
Treasury, on Friday entered a formal 
complaint with the American Ambassa- 
dor that the police had come to her 
house on March 8 and forced her, un- 
der threat of searching the apartment. 


to surrender 200 marks ($725) in gold 
which she had stored away for emer- 
gency. 

The Ambassador immediately had the 
complaint put into affidavit form, pre- 
raratory to making a demand on the 
German Foreign Office for the return 
of the money. 

Mrs. Foster asserted that she had 
surrendered the money only when con- 
vineced that it was useless to resist, but 
did so under protest and received a re- 
ceipt which she cashed for paper} 
money. 

Without .waiting for the complaint, 
the German authorities immediately be- 
gan an investigation. This disclosed 
that the gold had been illegally pu:- 
chased at a premium by Angelo Scar- 
pa, an adopted brother of Mrs. Fos- 
ter, with whom she had been residing 
here for several months. 

The brother, in a sworn statement to 
the police, declared He had bought the 
gold from’*a milkman for 1 per cert 
premium, not knowing that it was in 
violation of the law. He said he had 
intended to go to the United Statos 
and had heard that tickets could be 
purchased only with gold. Later he 
changed his mind and decided to re- 
main in Berlin. 

Scarpa signed an affidavit that the 
money had been surrendered volun- 
tarily to the authorities and that he 
was convinced Mrs, Foster's imperfect 
knowledge of the German language had 
led her to mistake the possibly brusque 
overzealousness of the police for threats

$21,500,000 HAS BEEN GIVEN 
FOR RELIEF OF THE BELGIANS 


110,000 Tons of Foodstuffs Are Now 
on Way te Be Shipped From 
America. . 

NEW YORK, March 2%.—More than 
$21,500,000 has been given throughout the 
world and the greater part of it spent 
for Belgian relief, according to a state- 
ment issued hére today by the Commis- 
sion for Relief in Belgium. One hun- 
dred and ten thousand tons of food- 
stuffs, enough for 20 ships, are now on 
the way to American seaports from in- 
terior points, the statement adds. 

“The present requirement of food to 
feed .all the hungry in Belgium,” the 
commission asserts, ‘‘is ahout 90,000 tons 
a month, and this requirement will con- 
tinue as long as the Belgians are unable 
to provide In part, at least, for them- 
selves."” 

Nearly sixty cargoes of foodstuffs, 
valued at more than $20,000,000, had been 
sent to Rotterdam up to the middle of 
March, by the commission.

U, S. Performing Ita Duty. 


In protesting to both Germany and 
Great Britain in respect to recent in- 
terference with neutral commerce the 
United States is but performing its duty 
to the nations of the world by con- 
tending that the rights of belligerents 
do not include the right to war on neu- 
tral commerce. In regard to“the’recent 
Orders fn Council the United States 
can never acquiesce in the principles 
enunciated by these orders: neither does 
any examination of our foreign policy 
show that we have ever done so. 

At the time of our civil war when cer- 
tain neutral ports to the South were 
made a basis of supplies of absolute 
contraband to the Confederate forces 
the United States was obliged in a 
number of cases to stop neutral vessels 
bound for neutral ports. However, in 
those cases where the cargoes were con- 
demned by our prize courts, the ground 
for confiscation was generally that these 
vessels were carrying contraband of war 
which was destined for the enemy 
forces. 

(Case of the ““Bermuda’’ 3 Wall 614; Case. 
of “Peterhoff’ 5 Wah 28). 

Section 4 of the recent Orders in Coun-} 
ell provides in substance that merchant 
vessels sailing from a neutral port and 
having cargoes of.enemy origin may be. 
captured. This means that the British 
may capture neutral vessels leaving neu- 
tral ports laden with neutral goods and 
bound for neutral countries. Captures 
aré justified merely on the enemy origin 
of the goods.

IN WASHING CARS 


“Carelessness in washing and pol- 
ishing is responsible for. the zréat 
number of run-down looking cars we 
See on the streets,” says Jackson, 
distributer for this vicinity. } 

“Many cars lose the fine finish giv- 
en them at the factory after a few 
months in the hands of owners, all 
due to inefficient care of the body. 


Among the necessities for success- 


fully preserving the fine luster on ® 
car, are two sets of pails, sponges, 
chamois and all materials with which 
the washing is accomplished. 

“The above afticles for tire first 
washing should be kept separate from 
those used for the second washing. 
A further;suggestion would, be to use 
Separate sponges and chamois for the 
chassis and wheels, as more or less 
grease and ofl collects on these parts, 
which should not reach the body. Oll 
gives the body a cloudy and smeared 
appearance, while mud, when it hard- 
ens, leaves a spotted surface, which} 
can only be remedied by refinishing. 
Never allow yone to rub their 
hands on any of the varnished parts 
of the car, a® the fine particles of 
dust under the fingers will scratch 
the varnish like emery. 

“The water should be applied to the 
body with a hése, using it without a 
nozzle or with a soft wool sponge. 
When the mu@ had caked very hard 
allow it to soak well by playing the 
stream on it. 

“Following this a solution of soap 
dissolved in lukewarm water should 
be used to remove the remaining dirt. 
Care should be taken to keep the 
sponge and grit frequently so.that 
it will not accumulate and scrafeh the 
surface. It is important that the soap 
be strictly neutral, as an excess of 
alkali or oil is injurious to the var- 
nish. The surface should be thor- 
oughly cleansed;“leaving no trace of 
mud or grit, Then rinse off the soap 
solution with a soft sponge and a 
rood quantity of fresh water before 
it has had time to dry. The next 
step is to dry the surface ‘wij 2 
chamois skin rubbing it only lightly.

Cetton Crop at 16,102,143 Bales 

‘ Breaks All Records. 

WASHINGTON, March 20.— 
The greatest cotton crop ever 
produced in the United States 
was grown in 1914, Census Bu- 
reau Statistics issued today, 
giving final ginnin figures, 
officially place the 1914 crop as 
a record with 16,102,143 bales 
of 500 pounds each. That is 
409,442 equivalent 506 pound 
bales, Or 204,721,000 pounds 
more than produced in the 
great crop of 1911. Unofficial 
estimates place the value of the 
crop, which this season has 
been gréatly reduced by the ef- 
fect ‘of the European war, at 
adhe, 000,000 for lint. This is 
based on an average price of 
7.2 cents a pountl to producers 
and an estimate of 70 per cent 
as the quantity airensy sold, 
with the remainder selling at 
an average of 7.8 cents a 
pound. On the same basis the 
value of the seed is estimated 
at $134,000, 000. These together 
make the estimated value of 
the 1914-15 TOL Oe, to cotton far- 
mers as $70 0,000, compared 
with $911, 000, 000 the value of 
the 1918-14 crop estimated in 
the same manner. 


The final teport on cotton, ginned 
and to be ginned, during the season 
of 1914-1915, was issued yesterday. 
The report showed that there had 
been ginned to March 1, plus the 
estimate of cotton yet to be ginned, 


15,878,002 bales; to this add 772,270 
bales of linters, 100,000 bales of re- 
packs, and the total is close to a 
16,750,006-bale orep. this crop 
there has coine into sight a total of 
about 12,300,000 bales. If the into- 
sent from now on is equal to the 

me movement last year, that is 
1.650, 000 bales, the total movement 
will be 13,850,000 bales, This would 
leave a surplus of less than 3,000,000 
bales on the farms and in the un- 
counted towns. Of -- this surplus, a 
great part is owned by people who 
are strong and the cotton is, one 
might say, already cared for. 

But the into-sight movement now 
is heavier than for the same period 
last season, week for week, by about 
40 per cent. A continuation of this 
movement on the same scale would 
reduce the che su upply to not 
much more than 2,000,000 bales. This 
compares with the early opular es- 
timate of about 5,000,000 bales of 
cotton to be taken care of at the end 
of the present season 

There is nothing of a bearish na-

Cotton has 
been sold freely on the advance, and 
will be sold only on the strong spots in 
the market. The visible supply of 
American cotton is about 1,800,000 bales 
more than at the same time last sea- 
son. A million bales of this surplus is in 
this country. The total amount of cot- 
ton in this country, visible and invisi- 

le, not including mill stocks, is less 
than 7,000,000 bales, compared with a lit- 
tle over 4,000,000 at the same time last 
year. 

The price of middling cotton in New 
Orleans a year ago was 13% cents, com- 
pared with 8.25 at this time. So far as 
the burden on bankers is concerned this 
difference in price about offsets the ex- 
cess quantity of cotton and requires 
about the’ same amount of money in the 
financing., To the country at large this 
loss in the marketing of cotton has been 
replaced by the high price and rapid 
marketing of grain and other commodi- 
ties. The movement to the ports and 
for export has been large. A _ cor- 
rected report on the amount of cotton 
received at all the ports to Friday, gave 
the total as 8,731,858 bales, compared 
with 9,084,866 to the same date last sea- 
son. Exports to the same date were 
6,144,645 bales, compared with 7,607,402 
last year. Stocks at all the ports are 
1,489,815 bales, compared + aon $59,885 the 
same date last year. tocks at the 
ports are generally believed to be large- 
ly committed to exporters. 

Spot Markets Are Steady,

Ashes From Crater of California 
Volcano Fall Thickly 15 
Miles Distant. 


By Associated Press. 
REDDING, Cal.:, March 2.—Both in 
magnitude and duration, Lassen Feak’s 
eighty-second outbreak, which exceed- 
today, exceeded all previous eruptions. 
Beginning at dawn, a mighty column 
of dense black smoke rose from’ the 
volcano’s principal crater and spread a 
pall over the countryside for miles in 
all directions. At 3 p. m. the eruption 
ceased, but for an hour longer ashes 
continued to fall at points 15 miles 
away. The sky was cloudless and there 
was scarcely a breeze to give direction 
to the huge plume of smoke. 
From Redding a magnificent view of 
the eruption was had, and, although this 
city is 42 miles distant from the moun- 
tain, residents were made keenly aware 
of Lassen’s activity by the acrid smell 
of the sulphurous smoke. Four miles 
from Redding ashes fell so thickly that 
name scould be written in the pasty 
substances > 
Whether other craters surrounding the 
main vent were active today could not 
be ascertained owing to the black bil- 
lows from the peak whose funnel has 
an extreme length of 1900 feet and an 
average width of 200 feet. 
Yesterday, however, two other vents, 
one in a desolate region three miles 
away from the peak and known as 
Bumpas Hell, were unusually active. 
Scientists who inspected Lassen Peak 
last summer, it was recalled today, 
gave out this warning: 

“If Bumpas Hell wakes up, look out.”

ARE NOT IN NEED 
TIS ASSERTED 


| Editors and Attorneys of Section 
Declare Appeals for Aid 
Are Unwarranted. 


O. L. Munger, an attorney of Pied- 
mont, Mo., called at the Post-Dispatch, 
yesterday, and asked that denial be 
mate of communications that have ap- 
peared in a morning newspaper to the 
effect that the farmers of Wayne, Car- 
ter, Shannon and Oregon Counties, on 
account of the drouth of last year, are 
in need of help in the way of seed for 
their next crops. He presented a state- 
ment signed by representative men of 
that section of the Ozarks protesting 
against the reports of poverty. 

“I am acquainted with conditions in 
that entire locality,’’ Munger said. 
have lived there all my life and my 
parents before me lived there from 1818. 
It is true that there was a severe 
drouth last year, but the same condi- 
tion existed in the greater part of the 
country. It is also true that the farm- 
ers of these counties were badly af- 
fected by the drouth, but the bankers 
and business men of the communities 
are taking hold of the situation in a 
businesslike way and are willing and 
able to meet all exigencies. 

“It is felt that the demand for out- 
side help does injury to the locality, and 
that the need is not of such magnitude 
as to warrant calls for help being sent 
yut. by individuals. The general public 
feels keenly the effect of the publi- 
cation of letters and demands for help. 

“That part of the Ozark country is 
diversified in products and is rapidly 
moving to the front. The fact that a 
few are hard pressed should not be per- 
mitted to injure a great, growing and 
prosperous locality and thereby retard 
general growth.”’ 

In the signed statement the ad- 
ditional information ‘is given that 
every. Ozark farmer, suffering from 
the effects of the drouth of the last 
three years, if he is honest-and has 
paid his former obligations, can ob- 
tain from his local bank the neces- 
sary funds to enable him to put out 
his crops.

rNRS, PANKHURST DENOUNCES 


WOMEN’S PEACE CONFERENCE 


Declares Project Advocated in Neu- 
tral Countries Is Move of Ger- 
man Sympathizers, 
LONDON, March 20.—In an inter- 
view, today, with the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent Mrs. Pankhurst de- 
clared that the proposed international 
peace ‘conference of women at the 
Hague, now widely advocated in neu- 
tral countries, was in reality one of 
subtlety, a° move on the part of Ger- 
man sympathizers, revealed since the 

beginning of the war. 

“There is no doubt that eGrman 
probapagdists are energetically sup- 
porting the eforts of many women in 
America and even here to bring about 
an early peace,” she said. “Some men, 
even, are deluded, but there will be. no 
peace until German militarism is com- 
pjletely. crushed. This is not the 
time to talk peace. Even in this 
cauntry there is a pacifist element. 
| Ramsay MacDonald is now furthering 
a movement toward democracy, which 
in reality is only giving comfort to 
the enemy. He had the opportunity 
to work toward democratic govern- 
ment before the war, when we tried 
to get his aid to that end. My daugh- 
ter went to America, last fall, to help 
undo the work of German propa- 
gandists. We have a clever enemy 
and we realize it. Since then she fre- 
quently intimated to American women 
that their efforts for speedy peace 
were only helping subtle German 
schemes. I suppose there are women 
in this country who would be willing 
to participate in the proposed interna- 
tional peace conference, but they 
should not be led into such a snare.” 


INSURGENTS FORM A NEW 
ILLINOIS SUFFRAGE LEAGUE 


Will Pash Ballot Amendment; Case 
of ‘Mental Adenoids,’ Says Mrs, 
Grace Trout. 

CHICAGO, March 20.—An insurgent 
movement among the organized suf- 
fragists of Ilinois resulted in the or- 
ganization here today of a new suf- 
frazge league. There were two meéet- 

ings. 

At the first—held in secret—the new 
organization was formed and Mrs. 
John Bass was named chairman of 
the tentative committee to push the 
suffrage amendment at the present, 
session of the Illinois Legislature in 
opposition to the policy of Mrs. Grace 
Wilbur Trout and the board of the 
Illinofs Equal Suffrage association ig 
lobbying only for the amendment to 
the amending clause and the consti- 
tutional convention. 

At the other meeting—a reguiar 
wathering of the Chicago Political 
Equality League—Mrs. Trout replied 
to her critics and characterized their 
action as a case of “mental adenolds.” 
The league then unanimously voted to 
carry out the policy of Mrs. Trout 
and the board of the State associa- 
tion. 

The insurgent committee includes 
fifty women, who signed petitions for 
the introduction of the suffrage 
amendment. Mrs. .Willlam Munroe 
was named secretary and Mrs. Medill 
McCormick was authorized to use 
every effort to push the amendment 
In Springfield.

MACHINE BROODER 
YIELDS RESULTS BY 
CAREFUL HANDLING 


Overcrowding, Lack of Venti- 
lation and Exercise Are 
Faulty Poultry Management. 


Tne successful brooding of chicks by 
artificial methods consists in imitatinz| 
2: far as possible, the conditions found 
in nature. The ideal temperature is 
that furnished by the hen under natur- 
ail conditions. A hen’s temperature is 


about 106 degrees Farenheit. But this} 


degree of heat is not received by the 
chicks, hence the ideal temperature is 
somewhat below 106 degrees. These 
statements are included in a series of 
articles just made public by a Gov- 
ernment specialist. 

The hen adapts her tnethod of brood- 
ing to conditions, such as temperature, 
size of chickens, wet weather, etc., and 
the operator of a brooder must meet 
these conditions as well as he can. 
Being unable to adjust the machines 
to these changing conditions is one of 
the weakest points in our present arti- 
ficlal brooding system. Some of the 
more important faults in the manage- 
ment of brooders are overcrowding, lack 
of ventilation and lack of exercise. 

Chickens are usually left in the incu- 
bator from 2% to 36 hours after hatch- 
ing, without feeding, before they are re- 
moved to the brooder, which should 
then have been in operation for a day 
or two at the proper temperaturé for re- 
ceiving the chickens. After placing the 
chickens in the brooder they can be 
gsiven feed and water. Subsequent loss 
in chickens is frequently due to chilling 
while taking them from the incubator 
to the brooder. They should be moved 
in a covered basket in cool weather. 

More difference of opinion exists as 
to the value of brooding systems than in 
any other branch of poultry raising. 
Which shows that no one of the many 
systems is idéal for all conditions. Suc- 
cess depends largely on individual 
handling and care. Many failures in 
brooding are due to weak chickens, 
which may be traced to faulty incuba- 
tion or weakness in the. brooding stock. 
Successful raising of chickens depends 
primarily upon having healthy vigorous 
breeding stock. 

Brooding systems may be classified 
as follows, according to their capacity: 
Individual brooders or hovers holding 
from 2 to ‘100 chickens, each; coal, 
gasoline and distillate oil stove brood- 
ers, with a capacity varying from 200 
tc 1500 chicks each, and hot-water pipe 
systems, the capacity of which is esti- 
mated. 

Small individual hovers and brooders 
are heated with either hot air or hot 
water, with kerosene oil as the source 
of heat. Hovers are used entirely in- 
side, either in brooder houses or in small 
colony houses, while brooders are made 
for both indoor and outdoor use. Out- 
door brooders are used with success. 
The capacity of brooders and hovers is 
eften overestimated. One-half to two- 
thirds of the humber of chickens com- 
monly advised will do much better than 
a larger number. 

Individua] hoverg in colony ‘houses or 
several in one large house, are giving 
quite general satisfaction on small poul- 
try farms, while the pipe system of 
brooding is commonly used in large 
zommercial poultry plants, and where 
extensive brooding is done. When a 
lamp is used as the source of heat, care 
should be taken to keep the wick and 
burner clean. Brooder lamps and stoves 
should be inspected several times a day. 

Gasoline brooders, brooder stoves 
burning distillate oil, and a separate in- 
dividual hover heated by a coal fire, 
ere coming into more general use. These 
are used in colony houses, and when the 
chickens are weaned the house is used 
as a growing coop, which requires a 
smaller investment than the long, piped 
brooded house, and gllows one to rear 
the chicks on range to good advantzge. 
_Brooders are heated either by over- 
head or bottom heat, or by a combina> 
tion of these two methods. Too much 
bottom heat does not give good results, 
while either the overhead or the combi- 
nation methods are used successfully. 
Gas and -electricity also are used for 
heating brooders and hovers with good 
success, and where available they sup- 
ply one of the steadiest and most con- 
venient suorces. 


RESERVATION TO BE OPENED 


300,000 Acres In Standing Rock Tract 
May Be Taken Up. 

SIOUX CITY, Io., March 20.—The 
Government has issued a proclama- 
tion opening the Standing Rock In- 
dian reservation to settlement, ac- 
cording to word received from Wash- 
ington today. This reservation is in 
South and North Dakota. 

A new system is to be used which 
does away with the old lottery sys- 
tem used at Rosebud and i other 
places. The land will be open for in- 
spection from May 3 to May 19, and, 
filing may be made on the lattor 
date. In the event there are more 
than one applicant for the same plece 
of land the contestants will draw 
lots. In North Dakota the filings whl 
be made at Bismarck, and in South 
Dakota at Timber Lake. There is 1,- 
300,000 acres in the reservation, but 
after the State has taken ite share, 
and with the Indian allotments made, 
there remains 300,000 acrea for set.

NE of the aggravating problems 
O of poultry raising is to keep the 

drinking water and the feed 
clean, while in vessela and troughs 
where the birds can have free access 
ty them. Unless protected in some way 
the -fowls will soon be into the feed 
or water with their feet, which not 
only results in waste, but is unsanitary 
conditions, and there is danger from 
infection from contagious diseases. 
The sketch herewith reproduced shows 
a very effective means of solving thi« 
problem. It is simply a trough with 
slatted sides and a broad, detachable 
roof. The birds can get their heads

to all the food or water they want, but 
they cannot get their feet in it. The 
sides of the trough are about five inches 
high, and the roof of the crate is 16 
inches ‘above the ground. 

The trough with crate should not be 
more than about 10 inches wide, so the 
bird may reach all the feed without 
craning their necks. The length depends 
upon the size of the flock to be served 
The detachable roof makes it easy to 
rut in feed or water, and in some 
‘ases a light, slatted frame is made 
separately, and merely set over the 
trough when needed. This enables the 
feeder to use the trough with or without 
the sali trinaaacate: crate.

Valuable Hints on How | 
to Insure Winter Eggs

EGG PRODUCTION 


Chicks That Mature as Pullets 
in Fall Begin Laying When 
Older Birds Rest. 


One of the chief reasons why so many 
flocks lay few or no eggs during the late 
fall and early winter months is because 
the female birds were not hatched in 
proper season. To be mature at just 
the right time to begin laying when 
most other birds begin their vacation, 
the chicks that are to become fall and 
winter layers should be hatched in early 
spring. In the case of the lighter breeds, 
hatching may be done a little later—dur- 
ing April for Leghorns, Anconas, etc.— 
but the heavy breeds such as Wyan- 
dottes, Orpingtons, Plymouth Rocks, 
etc., should be out in March. 

Hatching chickens in early spring has 
its disadvantages and many poultry- 
men delay this work just long enough 
tc make pullets too late in reaching full 
maturity to make. early winter layers. 
They will tell you there is no use in 
hatching the chicks so early. Hens are 
not broody yet, the weather is damp and 
cold, and conditions all around unfavor- 
able for growing chicks. 

When the weather is settled, as in 
May and June, that is the time to have 
the chicks come out, they argue. Then 
the chicks can be turned out into the 
Warm sunshine with no need of provid- 
ing artificial heat or of cuddling them 
about. If it were only a question of 
raising the chicks in the most favorable 
circumstances, May and June hatching 
would be the best time. But if eggs 
are wanted the next fall and winter, 
and if early fries and broilers are want- 
ed when prices are good, there is noth- 
ing to do but hatch early. 

Another serious mistake is made when 
too Many hens, a year old or over, are 
left in the laying flock. A few hens 
may make fairly good records at win- 
ter laying, but they are not to be de- 
pended on. The solution of the problem 
is to have the flock made up almost 
entirely of early-hatched pullets. Just a 
few hens should be kept from which to 
obtain the eggs for the season’s hatch- 
ing. 

Eggs from hens are much better for 
hatching purposes than those from pul- 
lets. The fault to be found with hens as 
winter layers lies in their irregular molt- 
ing periods, They will molt anywhere 
from early summer until early winter. 
It takes from two to three months un- 
til they are feathered out with a new 
coat and by the time they reach a lay- 
ing condition it is late winter, if not 
actually spring. 

An incubator is almost necessary to 
set the chicks: out at the right time to 
make early laying pullets of them. Here 
again many poultrymen will shy at the 
trouble and expense of machine hatch- 
ing. And yet nine times out of 10 such 
@& man will have perhaps two or three 
dozen hens in his flock that have scarce- 
ly laid an egg all winter. Cost of feed 
and care for these’ loafing birds is not 
considered an expense at all. Ten cents 
a day as the cost of feed for two doz- 
en hens is a very low estimate. . 
.In 14 or 15 weeks of loafing these hens 
will have eaten about $10 worth of feed, 
Had they been sold during the Thanks- 
giving season last fall this two dozen 
hens would have brought $12 to $15, 
which with the $10 saved in feed would 
have bought two incubators.

For snow pudding, let 1 pint milk come 
to a boil. Dissolve 2 tablespoons corn- 
starch in a little cold milk, stir into the 
boiling milk, then add the whites of 3 
eggs well beaten. Whip it up briskly 
and set away to cool. For a sauce take 
1 cup milk, let come to a boil and add 
1 teaspoon cornstarch. Beat the yolks 
of the 3 eggs with 2-3 cup granulated 
sugar ang stir into the milk, but do not 
let boil. Flavor when cold. This pud- 
ding is not only good to the taste but 
attractive to the eye. 

For escalloped oysters, butter a bak- 
ing dish and arrange a layer of oysters, 
then a layer of crumbled crackers. Dot 
the crackers generously with butter. 
adding a dash of salt and pepper. Pro- 
ceed thus until the dish is full, making 
the last layer of crackers. Over the 
whole pour rich sweet cream until t 
comes almost to the top of dish. Bake 
ir a hot oven about # minutes.—Mrs. J.

WAGES 80 CENTS A DAY 
Witness Says Tenants Plowed 


Wearing Patent Leather 
Shoes and Red Socks. 


By Associated Fress. 

DALLAS, Tex., March 20.—A Govern- 
ment inquiry into agricultural conditions 
in the Southwest ended here today, 
after five days’ taking of testimony by 
the United States Commission on Indus- 
trial relations. Testimony concerning 
the Taft ranch in Texas regarding land 
tenants alleged to be victims of an ex- 
pensive middle man system between the 
farmer and his market, were covered at 
the closing session. 

The principal Taft industry considered 
was the Coleman-Fulton Pasturage Co. 
of San Patricio County, consisting of 
6000 acres under cultivation. Joseph H. 
Green of Gregory, Tex., general man- 
ager for the Taft interests in Texas, 
testified that this company has 20 stock- 
holders and this stock is worth about 


$20 per share. 
Bought Farnis. 


Americans 

Tenants and laborers on the farm, he 
said, are mostly Mexicans, with a few 
Americans. More than half the Amer- 
ican farmers who have been on this 
place in the past dozen years, he said, 

ehave bought their own farms. Of the 

Mexicans, two had bought farms. He 
said the company had notified all em- 
ployes they would be discharged if they 
became candidates for any political of- 
fice in the county. 

Prof. Charles H. Alvord of Gregory, 
superintendent of the) farm, testified he 
had known of but one American farmer 

rmitting his wife to work in cotton 

elds. Mexican women and youths of 
both sexes worked in the fields, but sel- 
dom young Mexican children. He said 
Mexican laborers on the plece receive 
8 cents per day, against $1 per day 
last year. Mexican boys begin earning 
the full wage at about 14. Most of the 
wabor, he said, was Mexican. 

Not Hnough Other Labor. 

“Why don’t you employ other la- 
bor?” asked Chairman Frank P. Walsh 
of the commission. 

“There is not enough in the coun- 
try,” replied Prof Alvord. 

“Do you employ Mexicans because 
you can get them cheaper?” 

“No, not necessarily. It depends on 
the efficiency we get out of them.”’ 

Prof. Alvord testified that the Taft 
Oll & Gin Co. at Gregory is not 
part of the corporation owning the 

farm, but that it is a partnership 
“ of some of the farm stockholders. 

Dale Walker of Gregory, a cotton 
ginner, was asked whether he had 

any complaint to make about competi- 
tion from the Taft Oil & Gin Co. 
He replied tnat it was difficult for 
him to compete in poor crop years be- 
cause the cotton from the corpora- 
tion’s farm all went to the Taft gin, 
while it was hard for him to get 
enough outside cotton. He said the 
farm corporation controlled the fresh 
water supply and that in 1913 the 
price he had to pay for this water 
made it too expensive for boiler use, 
and that he was using sdit water. 

‘Judge M, M. Brooke of Dallas, a 
. North Texas land owner, said for 
several years he has had a standing 
offer to become security for any of 
his tenants who will save $1000 and 
buy a farm, backing the tenant until 
the farm is paid for. 

No One Accepted Offer. 

“I never got one man to accept the 
offer,” he said. ‘‘“Many have made the 
$1000, but they would blow it in. The 
great lack by tenants in this country 
is lack of economic sense. I have 
seen them plowing wearing patent 
leather shoes and red socks.” 

W. L. Lewis, president of the Texas 
division Farmers’ Educational and 
Co-operative Union, said that farm 
land values and rents have been ris- 
ing, while farmers’ profits have re- 
. mained stationary or decreased. Re- 

ferring to testimony throughout the 
five days that farmers pay at least 
10 per cent for money, he declared 
no business can run successfully un- 
der such an expense... Replying to a 
question, he denied that funds for 
support of the union have been con- 
tributed by the Texas Commercial 
Secretaries Association. 

Commissioner Walsh announced 
that many valuable suggestions had 
been received by mail during the in- 
vestigation, that they would be con- 
sidered with the other records, and 
that the commission would be pleased

For the first time she is seeing the sky, 
the clouds and the stars; for the first time she has be- 
held the faces of her parents and her own face in a 
mirror; for the first time she is learning the lovely sen- 
sations of color. No wonder that, in the greediness of 
her newborm vision, she exclaims that nothing less than 
a trip around the globe, a world full of things. to see, 
could appease the long fast to which her eyes were con- 
demned! 

The story of the young girl who is living through so 
affecting an adventure cannot but be of interest to all, 
near and far. She was born in 1894, the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. William F. Lincoln. It was some days 
after her birth that her parents learned she was blind. 
A thin, white, opaque film grew over the pupils of her 
eyes, like cataracts. 

When she was 9 years old she was sent to the Perkins 
Institute for the Blind, one of those schools which have 
taken upon themselves the heroic task of training the 
other senses to supply as far as is humanly possible the 
lack of that one sense which is the guide of its fellows. 


There she remained for nine years, gaining an edu- 
cation, and becoming initiated into the beauties of 
literature and music through the tips of her sensitized 
fingers. She read by means of the raised dots of the 
Braile system, and played the piano by touch and by 
ear, the latter becoming so keen and retentive that she 
could perform a composition after hearing it played a 
few times. When she was leaving the school, the super- 
intendent, Dr, F. I. Perkins, made an examination of 
her eyes and made her a promise almost too incredible 
to be believed, and only recalled after it came true. 


“Never have anything done to your eyes,” he said, 
“and never put anything into them. Then, some day, 
you may be able to see.” 

Miss Emerson, then 18 years old, went to her home and 
cheerfully set about making herself as useful to her 
mother as her affliction would permit. She knew every 
foot of the house, and it was remarkable how, though 
she was blind, her young feet learned to Save her mother 
many a chore. A year passed, then another, and then a 
third. Dr. Perkins’ prediction was almost forgotten. 

Friday afternoon, two weeks azo, she ‘was helping her 
mother clear away the dinner dishes. She had not 
been feeling well all day. ‘“‘The top of my head ached,” 
she says. “It felt as heavy as a load of bricks.”

they looked like. 

The first of these “war zones” was established by 
the Colonies in the Revolutionary War and the sec- 
ond was established in the War of 1812. Curiously 
enough, our school textbooks are comparatively si- 
lent upon these two historical events. Yet they 
embrace some of the most brilliant activities of 
Ainerican sailors. Our seamen of that time can be 
creditably compared with those English marauders 


of the Elizabethan age, who preyed upon the mari-. 


time power of arrogant Spain and laid the founda- 
tion for the naval supremacy which Britannia has 
ever since enjoyed. 

The beginning of the Revolutionary War saw the 
British navy at the lowest stage it has ever been. 
Numerically powerful, it was in administration weak 


and ineffective. ‘Its offices were honeycombed with 


the same kind of graft that made the Russian navy 
impotent at the beginning of the Russo-Japanese 
War. Many:of the ships were oldeand rotten and 
unseaworthy. Many of them had incompetent officers 


and’ deficient fighting material. Yet in spite of. 


these handicaps it was crushingly superior to any- 
thing the Colonists could hope to get in years, for 


it hdd 270:ships, of which 131 were line-of-battle 


ships, mounting 60 guns or more each. 

The American navy, at the beginning, was nil 
Early in 1775 the colonies authorized three classes 
of vessels: ‘those of the Continental mavy, those. of 
the state navies and privateers. By -the end of ‘the 


following year, 12 frigates of 28 and 32 guns were 
building or completed for the Continental navy. All. 


of the states except.New Jersey and Delaware built 
their own navies, South Carolina having the most 
powerful, with 15 32-gun frigates. 

But all this took time. While the shipyards ,were 
turning out vessels with frantic haste, England was 
strengthening iis blockade. The most powerful of 
the American frigates was nominally inferior to any 


‘one of the 60-gun ships. Even after the colonists’ 


navies were completed, many of them were bottled 
up by the enemy and were able to give only spas- 
modic effectual service. 

The employment of privateers. was a different mat- 
ter. The Continental Congress authorized letters of 
marque and reprisal to private owners of ships. This 
in effect simply licensed these ships to make war in

a privateer’s life to the monotony of man-o ’-war 
service. Great Britain on its part sent out, about 
the same number of privateers, but the booty for 


‘them was inconsiderable, inasmuch as there was no 


great American cammerce to be harassed. 7 
The privateers performed an inestimable service 
for their country. For one thing, they kept the hos- 
tile warships busy chasing them. They made life 
miserable aboard enemy transports. They brought 


the pains of warfare home to complacent England... 


They aroused neutrality questions that stirred up 
strife for Britain in a]l the courts of Eufope. Final- 
ly they kept the seas until the intervention of 


France and British wars with Holland and Spain 


turned the balance of sea power against England. 
Once this power had passed into the hands of her 
enemies, England was compelled to accept: the arbitra- 
ment of arms on land, and, when Cornwallis gave 


‘up his sword at Yorktown, renounce its last claims 


of sovereignty over the United States. 


_As early as 1776 American ‘privateers cwere: jeav:’ 


ing their home waters. John Fisk in the Tyrannicide 
—a small vessel destined to a glorious history—after 
raiding merchantmen in West Indian waters, sought 


the Européan’ coast: - Capt. Manley, on the Hancock, 


captured two valuable ships, and, a transport in ‘the. 


very. teeth of a strong naval convoy... The Yankee, 
a small slodp,. captured a British vessel: in the En- 
glish Channel, but its'crew escaped from their quar- 
ters -in the night, captured the Yankee and took it 
into Dover harbor. 

Thomas Thompson, : in thie Raleigh, was cruising 
along one day when he was overhauled by a power- 
ful English warship.. Instead of fleeing, Thompson 
stood by his guns, and after two hours the warship,-: 
badly battered, drew away, content’to let the Ameri- 
can tartar go on her way. The Raleigh repaired its 


damages and captured two valuable prizes off the 


Barbados. A _ British. prisoner wrote home about 
that time that “Boston harbor swarms with priv- 
ateers and their prizes.” 

March 14, 1777, the Massachusetts Board of War 
ordered the Tyrannicide, Capt. Jonathan Haraden; 
the Massachusetts, Capt. John #tsk, and the Freedom, 
Capt. John Clouston, to make a raid on the British 
coast. The Freedom arrived on the French coast 
April 1, after capturing 12 British merchantmen. 


It captured four. more on its way back, but anaily 
was itself taken by a warship. The Massachusetts 
arrived at the harbor of Nantes driving eight prizes 
before it. The Tyrranicide, with a scarcely less sat- 
isfactory record, reached port at Bilbao, Spain. 
Nov. 1, John Paul Jones, in the Ranger,.set sail 
for France. He stopped on the way long enough to 
capture two British vessels.” Oct. 1, the Hawke, John 
Lee captain, reached Bilbao with five captured ves- 
sels. The Reprisal followed after with three more and 
the Surprise docked in Dunkirk harbor with an En- 
glish mail ship and another rich vessel as captives. 
t was the custom for a privateer to take a cap- 
tured vessel into a neutral port. Here its value and 
the lawfulness of the seizure would be ascertained. 
The shtp could then be held for ransom or sold, with 
its cargo, «to: the best bidder; the captor taking the 
proceeds. Some of the prizes were worth $25,000 or 
more, which was an enormous sum.in those days. 
‘The British Government filled Europe with its 
protests. . Its Ambassadors made representations to 
the Governments of France and Spain, declaring the 
privateers. were simply pirates. ‘-In most cases, how- 
ever, it was decided that the privateers were acting 
within the’ established rules’ of warfare. - The: fric- 


‘tion. thiis engendered no doubt hastened the: compli-. 


cations . which. soon brought England into war. with 
Spain,’ France and Holland, as well as with the 


. Colonies. 


In February, . 1777, the Renvieel.. Lexington and 
Dolphin made a raid through the English Channel, 
the Irish Sea and as far north as the Orkney Islands, 


capturing vessels everywhere. One of their prizes— 


was a Scotch war vessel. This exploit appears all 
the more dazzling when it is remembered that the 
raiders were being sought hourly by scores of war- 
ships powerful enough to send them to the bottom 
within a few minutes, once they were overhauled. 
In the first two weeks the Americans captured 18 
ships and sank five others within sight of their home 
ports, always stepping long enough, no matter how 
great their danger, to save the men of the sinking 
vessels. 

About that same time Jones, in the Ranger, and 
accompanied by the Montgomery, was cruising about 
the western coast of Ireland. Once he stopped at 
an Irish port and compelled the inhabitants to give 

him supplies. A newspa- 


gave them the profits of 
all their conquests and 
assured them treatment 
as prisoners of war if 
they were captured.

- evidence went so far that the birth record was officially 
changed and the parents of the child were made to 
appear on the books as Lillian Anderson and Paul

The action of the California courts and officials may 
be summed up in the statement that the Slingsby child 
was declared a changeling and a million words of depo- 
sition sent back to the British Chancery Court, all of 
it distinctly unfavorable .to the little son. | 

More than two years passed before the High Court 
of Chancery reached the case and undertook the in- 
tricate task of unravelling the maze of contrary threads 
of the tale. At this it succeeded no better than the 
Western American legal bodies. A number of Ameri- 
can witnesses, mainly those who already had testified 
in America, were heard. The outstanding features of 
the .trial were that Mrs. Slingsby, face to face with 
fair proof of the adoption advertisement, denied its 
authofship and was told by the Court that she lied; 
that the nurse only amplified former accusations and 
that others testified that the nurse must be telling 
falsehoods, since her dates did not agree. 

One advantage—as it proved, a decisive one—the 
British court had. “Teddy” Slingsby, the 4-year-old 
nucleus of all the troublesome mess, was in court with 
his mother and father (so called), and came daily un- 
der the view of Judge Deane. It fs evident that this 
jurist, caught in the ravelled-masses of the evidence, 
turned in despair to the child and tried to read from 
it some answer to the riddle. Judge Deane watched

and studied the child; he gave it more attention than 
was vouchsafed the pleas of the lawyers.

The Revenge appeared at - Dunkirk 
July 16, 1777, with a fleet of captured 
prizes. Another privateer sailed inte a 
Guernsey harbor, took a brig at anchor 
there and captured two army officers who 
were out hunting rabbits. The Oliver 
Cromwell, a light, fast vessel, while be- 
ing chased by two powerful men-o’-war, 
captured two merchant brigs in the very 
sight of its pursuers and got away with 
them, although one of the brigs was 
armed with 18 guns. A week later the 
same privateer swooped upon a fleet con- 
voyed by three warships, captured three 
vessels and escaped with them to Bilbao. 
In the summer of 1777 the Americans 
captured 464 trade vessels in British 
waters. — 
~ In April, 1778, Paul Jones, in the 
Ranger, began another of his memorable 
cruises. Heading straight for the Irish 
Sea, he captured a brig off the Scilly 
Islands. Two days later he captured an- 
other almost within gunshot of Dublin 
harbor. He sank a schooner and a sloop 
and chased-a revenue cutter off the Isle 
of Man. He landed at Whitehaven, En- 
gland, spiked the guns in the fort, burnt 
the ships at anchor in the harbor, stood 
off thousands of the populace with his 
pistol until he could get into a boat and 
be rowed back to his ship, and sailed 
away in triumph, his men frantically fir- 
ing pistol shots in reply to a desultory 
cannonade from the town. 

From Whitehaven Jones went to St. 
Mary’s Isle, intending to capture the 
Earl of Selkirk and hold him as a hostage 


for the good treatment of Americar pris- 
oners. The Earl was away from home, 
but Jones’ men sacked his house. The 
next day the Ranger captured a bigger 
ship than itself of Carrickergus, Ireland. 
May 8 the Ranger was safe in port at 
Brest. 

The Revenge sailed from Spanish ports 
on a Mediterranean cruise about this 
same time and captured 60 English ships 
before her return, safely dodgitg through 
a cloud of hostile warships hunting for 
her. This cruise was in many respecis 
the equal ef the famous eruise of the 
German Emden in the present war. 

It was in 1779 that Jones made his 
greatest cruise and the one that was to 
make his fame deathiess. Starting from 
France, he crossed the Channel, sailed 
through the Irish Sea, around the coast 
of Scotland and down the eastern coast, 
bringing terror everywhere and culmi- 
nating in the most brilliant single en- 
gagement in American history, that be- 
tween the Bonhomme Richard and the 
Serapis, of which every schoolboy knows 
the story. The engagement was in the 
very same waters in which the German 


cruisers made their recent raid on the. 


English coast. The gunshots could be 
heard ashore and fight was witnessed 
from Flamborough Head and Scarborough. 
Jones returned triumphantly to France. 

In 1780 the privateering operations con- 
tinued. A small boat, the Black Prince, 
in a single raid from. Dunkirk, captured 
37 vessels. By this time the naval pre-

private armed ships fiew straight for 
British waters, a new “war zone’ was 
established, and a new reign of terror 
followed. Against the thousand warships 


of the British navy we had only 23, but 


out of our great and splendid merchant 
shipping 500 privateers were sent to sea, 
and cruisers and privateers together cap- 
tured more than 1500 prizes from the 
enemy. A great many of these vessels 
were taken right around the British Isles, 
to the fury and despair of British mer- 
chants. No part of the British coast was 
safe. Sir Walter Scott, who remembered 
the fear aroused by Paul Jones years be- 
fore, narrowly escaped a liater Yankee 
sea rover off Scotland. The inhabitants 
of Liverpool and other seaports memor- 
ialized Parliament for protection and re 
lief. A great meeting of the merchants 
of Glasgow, called by the Lord Provost 
in 1814, lamented that “There is reason 
to believe that in the short space of less 
than twenty-four months, above 800 ves- 
sels have been captured by that Power 
whose maritime strength we have hither- 
to impolitically held in contempt. At a 
time when we are at peace with all the 
world, when the maintenance of our 
marine costs so large a sum to the 

try, when the mercantile and viieobae 
interests pay a tax for protection under 
the form of convoy duty and when, in 
the plentitude of our power, we have 
declared the whole American coast under 
blockade, it is equally distressing and 


‘mortifying that our ships cannot with 


safety traverse our own channels, that 
insurance cannot be effected but at an 
excessive premium, and that a horde of 
American cruisers should be allowed, un- 
resisted and unmolested, to take, burn 
or sink our own vessels in our own in- 
lets, and almost in aie of our own 
harbors.” 

The first American ship to enter Brit- 
ish waters in this struggle was the brig 
Argus, William H. Allen, captain, which 
captured 19 English vessels in 31 days, 
between the coasts of Ireland and En- 
glanc.
